Commiittcil ainny Murders and Cov- 


ered DI> All tlic Traces. 


]Tor many years Alexander.Ccmrteois, 


assistant chief of police of the city of 
Brussels, --was regarded as one of- the 
foremost police officials of Europe. He. 
•was the terror of the rogues of tie en- 
tire continent and had d.oae more than 
any other man. to rid the Belgian capital 
of the criminal element. 


Whatever may have been his merit in 


this direction, it is now proven beyond 
p.erad.venture that he aid-so only to" 
keep the field free for himself and his 
associates in* crime. These crimes em- 
brace-d everything from smaJl thefts 
and burglaries to counterfeiting and 
murder. 
.

It may never be known, how. great 


and varied this man's dastardly record 
was unless he sees fit to make a con- 
fession before execution. So far there 
seems little prospect that he will do 
this, as the approach of his owi\ death.1 
is making- as little impression on iimasJ 
ihe murders lie lias committee!. 
. fourteois is a man of great physical' 
power; in fact, the band of evildoers of' 
which-he was the ruling spirit num- 
bered several giants. An iron safe of 
enormous weight which baffled their in- 
genuity was carried off bodily to their 
headquarters and there demolished nt 
leisure. Nearly all their murders were, 
committed by strangulation. The crime 
for which Courteois is condemned to 
death is the murder of Baroness Hcrry 
Van Schcrfenberg at Ixelles, a suburb 
of Brussels, just a year ago last April. 
The woman was found strangled in bed. 
one morning. The house had been 
robbed of jewels and bonds valued at 
57,000. For a time not the slightest 
clew was obtained as to the iden- 
tity of the murderer or murder- 
ers. _ When official watchfulness had 
somewhat relaxed a money broker 
of 
Brussels was 
offered 
one 
of 


the stolen bonds. The owner of tho 
papers gave the name of Lefebvre and 
said that he was an officer of the Bel-, 
gian artillery. He was elegantly at- 
tired and.perfectly atease. The broker 
bought the obligations and a few days 
afterward discovered that their number 
coincided with those of the stolen bonds 
for which Baroness Van Scherfenberg 
had been murdered. He notified the 
police and gave them on accurate de- 
scription of the officer who had sold 
them to him. 


Shortly before the sale Courteois had 


been pensioned, because he had changed 
the report of a. subordinate police offi- 
cial for the purpose of making a case 
against a criminal stronger than it, 
'had been. The latter must evidently 
have been aware of some of -the dark 
deeds of the chief of police, for not 
long after, the pensioning of Courteois 
the police department was flooded with 
anonymous communications, in which 
'he was accused of a long list of crimes. 
It was at first, thought tbutj these ac- 
cusations were inspired by enemies of 
the former official andno attention was 
paid to them. Only onepoHce officialbe- 
camo suspicious. Withotittheknowledge 
of his colleagues he visited the money 
broker who had reported the turning 
up of the six stolen bonds. He showed 
him a number of photographs of uni- 
formed police officials and asked him if 
he would recognize among thera ths 
face of the artillerj- officer who sold 
the bonds. The broker without hesita- 
tion picked out Courteois' portrait. He 
was at once arrested, Hound guilty and 
condemned to death. 


Among the crimes which are laid at 


the door ot Courteois and his band is 
the famous theft of jewels froiri the 
countess of Inlanders. It occurred dur- 
ing one of the royal balls and startled 
the police circles of the continent. . • 


At. that time Courteois was still in 


active service. He was married to a 
maid of the countess and had the best 
opportunity imaginable to select a fa- 
vorable time for the commission'of the 
crime. Strange to say, be was accused 
of the robbery, but so fully had - he 
wiped out all traces of his complicity 
that he was acquitted at the trial and 
sued his accusers for defamation of .

CAPT. LEE from the Klondike writes 


to the Mining and Scientific Press: "As 
to the amount of gold taken out of 
Klondike since the strike in August, 
'96, the total does not exceed $1,700,000. 
Of that amount about $1,000,000 has 
come south. The balance has gone in 
wages, expenses and reinvestment in 
claims. During the same period over 
$1,000,000 has gone in provisions and 
supplies. At the present moment the 
trading companies at Dawson have 
orders for food and supplies for the 
coming winter from the miners already 
there tn the amount of $1,600,000. On 
this summer's rush alone about $600,- 
000 has been spent. More has been 
spent iu steamboat passages to Alaska 
than has been taken out of Klondike. 
In other words, the Klondike excite- 
ment has cost $10,010,000 up to date 
and has produced $2,000,000. 


OUR gold friends think because Eng- 


land, whioh produces no silver and is a 
creditor nation, is satisfied with the 
single gold standard, that the United 
States, which is a silver producing and 
debtor nation, should adhere to the 
single gold standard. Because Eng- 
land wants silver bullion at fifty or 
sixty cents an ounce to coin into shil- 
lings worth $1 33 an ounce we should 
adopt the gold standard and please 
England. As our gold friends prove 
that they are incapable of recognizing 
the difference between a silver produc- 
ing country and a country that is pur- 
chasing silver and doubling its value 
by coining it, it is a waste of time to 
reason with them. They are not ob- 
liged to use common sense unless they 
have it.
